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In a species election requirement mailed on July 11, 2006, the Examiner required 
election under 35 U.S.C. § 121 of one of the following allegedly patentably distinct 
species: 

• A first embodiment, characterized by the Examiner as shown in "fig. 1" 
and relating to "dual damascene conductive pattern 24 and trenched 
dicing lines 17." Since the specification contains Figures 1A and 1B rather 
than Figure 1 , Applicant assumes for present purposes that the Examiner 
intended "fig. 1" to refer to both Figures 1A and 1B; 

• A second embodiment, characterized by the Examiner as shown in Figure 
8 and relating to "single damascene conductive pattern 24 and trenched 
dicing lines 17." Although the Examiner specified "single damascene 
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conductive pattern "24," Figure 8 does not contain any reference number 
24. Applicant assumes for present purposes that the Examiner intended 
to refer to reference number 34 shown in Figure 8; and 

• A third embodiment, characterized by the Examiner as shown in Figure 
10B and relating to "dual damascene conductive pattern 24 and non- 
trenched dicing lines 17." 

Applicant elects to prosecute the first embodiment, on which claims 1 , 2, 7, 9, 11, 
13, and 15 are readable. Applicant makes this election without traverse.
